PRICES IN CANADA AND IN OTHER COUNTRIES DURING 1924 


HE general tendency of prices in." the 
principal countries of Europe and 
America reflected various political events and 
economic conditions of the year, particularly 
the elections in Great Britain and in the 
United States, the adoption of the Dawes 


plan for the payment of reparations from 


Germany, and the crop conditions through- 
. out the world. Conditions in Central Europe, 
at the end of the year were generally regarded 
as in a State of economic recovery. 


Since 1918 currencies of various European 
countries depreciated extremely, resulting in 
very great increases in prices of the neces- 
saries of life. During the years 1922, 1923 
and 1924 much progress was made in stabiliz- 
ing certain of these currencies on a gold basis 
or on a relatively stable basis. In Austria 
the value of the “krone” was fixed at .01 
per cent of the pre-war gold basis in Sep- 
tember, 1922, when the League of Nations 
arranged a system of foreign credits for 
Austria. A similar rate was fixed later for 
Hungary. In Poland, in April, 1924, the 
depreciated Polish paper “mark” was replaced 
by the gold “zloty.” In Germany the 
“Rentenmark” as a unit of currency was 
fixed in relation to gold at the end of 1923 
and kept stable until November, 1924, when 
the currency was put on a gold basis with 
the “ Reichsmark,” of the same parity value 
as the pre-war “mark.” 

In all of these countries the effect of such 
action was to stabilize prices which formerly 
had been rising steeply. This relative 
stability was shared in other countries where 
reforms of the currency were undertaken, in- 
cluding Czecho-Slovakia, Finland, Jugo-Slavia, 
Esthonia, Latvia and Lithuania. 

With reference to prices in Great Britain 
and the United States the following is quoted 
from the Economist (London) December 6, 
1924 :— 

It has been a matter of surprise to many people 
in Great Britain that low money rates in the United 
States had not hitherto had the effect of raising 
prices. The cause of the surprise is now vanishing. 
Commodity prices in America are set for a rise. The 
upward movement has been started by a rise in 


wheat prices, caused by short harvests in many coun- 
it is being stimulated by the trade expansion 


tries; : 
which has followed the Republican victory in the 
Presidential compaign. These influences, to- 
gether with the fact that industry has for a long 


time been running on the basis of very low stocks, 
mean an expansion this winter, and with it must 
come a general rise in commodity prices. This rise 
might go @ considerable distance without being checked, 
for the tariff is a barrier which has not yet had 
its full protective effect, while the monetary situation 
is such that considerable expansion can be financed 
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without producing stringency. Some phases of this 
price advance—wheat, of course, is an example—are 
already communicating themselves to British prices, 
but the upward movement in Great Britain is not 
so likely to be a general one. For in the latter 
country another set of factors is keeping down such 
items, for example, as coal and steel, and the wage 
level is less likely to become generally affected. It 
is, therefore, on the whole, probable that the margin 
between British and American prices—or, to put it 
the other way round, the difference in the value of 
money in the two countries—will narrow very soon. 


With reference to the course of cost of 
living in the principal countries, the follow- 
ing ig taken from the International Labour 
Review for December, 1924:— 


The cost-of-living index numbers for the last three 
or four months for certain European countries show 
a distinct rise. This is the case in Austria, Germany 
Belgium, Luxemburg, France, Great Britain, the Irish 
Free State, Norway, Poland, and Sweden. In Italy 
also an increase is shown by the latest index. In 
most of these countries the increase has been due 
mainly to @ rise in the price of food commodities 
or of food and clothing, but in Poland there have 
been increases in all the groups of items entering into 
the cost of living. In the Netherlands, Switzerland, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Finland, Canada, the United States, 
Egypt, India, South Africa, and New Zealand, recent 
figures show slight fluctuations only in the cost of 
living, there being no definite movement. 

In a number of countries the increase in the cost 
of living and in particular the increase in food prices 
has attracted considerable attention and the govern- 
ments have considered what action to take with a 
view to preventing further increases. In France the 
Government has submitted proposals designed to pre- 
vent as far as possible further rises, and among the 
measures proposed are those for restricting the harmful 
effects of speculation in connection with articles of 
prime necessity. In Belgium vigorous protests have 
been made both in the press and by the consuming 
public against the rise in the cost of living and the 
Government is undertaking a series of measures with 
the object of preventing a further rise. These include 
the improvement of the national finances, the reduction 
of the number of intermediaries, and the creation of 
co-operative societies. .In addition the Government 
proposes to create a Commission with a view to in- 
creasing production and improving facilities for foreign 
trade. It is also proposed to constitute a permanent 
committee to suggest measures against the rise in the 
cost of living. In Italy, amongst other steps there 
has been a movement to prevent the harmful effects 
of speculation on the cost of living and to increase 
facilities for the exchange of goods. In Great Britain 
a Royal Commission has been appointed to deal with 
the problem of food prices and in particular to 
enquire into the possibilities of reducing the difference 
between ithe cost of production of various commodities 
and the prices paid by the consumer. 


The trend of wholesale prices and the cost 
of living in the year 1924 is shown for some 
of the principal countries in the accompany- 
ing tables by groups. The figures for previous 
years are shown at intervals of six months, 
and for the year under review by months, 
complete to the latest period for which infor- 
mation was available.

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Great Britain In the cost of living, according to the Min- 
istry of Labour, the most noteworthy change 
was in food prices, which after having fallen 
considerably during the first half of the year, 
rose twenty points or 124 per cent from June 
to December. Fuel and light showed a slight 


upward fluctuation in the summer, and cloth- 


In Great Britain, according to the Board 
of Trade, prices showed a decline until 
August followed by a sharp upward move- 
ment. Foods declined to reach their lowest 
level in May and rose to a high peak in 
October. ‘Materials were at their lowest level 


in July and rose slowly but steadily there- 
after. Of foods, cereals and the “other foods” 
group declined in November while meat and 
fish rose sharply. Iron and steel declined 
steadily throughout the year, and other metals 
and minerals declined from a peak reached 
in March. Cotton fluctuated considerably 
throughout the period reaching a low level 
in September and rising the following months. 
Other textiles rose quite steadily to a high 
point in November. Miscellaneous goods did 
not show much variation in price. 


ing rose slightly during the year. Rent anid 
sundries showed no change. 


France 


In France, according to the Federal Reserve 
Board of the United States, prices fluctuated 
violently during the year owing to movements 
of exchange. The general index rose steeply 
until (March and fell 12 per cent in April, but 
at the same time prices reduced to a gold 
basis were advancing rapidly. From May until 
the end of the year the “all commodities”

except where noted) 
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index on paper currency basis varied only 
slightly. According to Statistique Générale, 
foods were at their high peak for the year 
in February; they declined rapidly to a low 
level in April and thereafter rose steadily 
to a point about 5 per cent higher in 
October. The rise in materials for the same 
period was about 14 per cent. 

The index number of cost of living, Paris, 
was practically stationary during the first 
three quarters of the year. The clothing 
group showed the greatest rise. Heat and 
light also rose; food declined and rent and 
sundries did not change. 


Germany 


In Germany the currency was maintained 
on a stable basis throughout the year, and 


the index numbers of the Federal] Statistical 
Office were calculated on a gold basis. Prices 
rose and fell again during the first half of 
the year, and then rose 14 per cent between 
July and October. Prices of goods produced 
and goods imported ended the year at about 
the same levels at which they were found at 
the end of 1923, with goods imported nearly 
47 per cent higher with relation to the 1913 
level. The position during the year was that 
by May goods imported had risen in price 
much more steeply, than goods produced; the 
former fell, however, to their lowest level in 
September, while goods produced were rising 
and when the former rose again goods pro- 
duced fell. Foods rose considerably towards 
the end of the year. Industrial materials 
were on the whole much lower in price at 
the close of the year than at the beginning

The cost of living in Germany after having 
remained fairly stable during the year rose 
sharply in October owing to a rise in the 
retail price of food. Heat and light declined 
towards the end of the year and clothing after 
falling in price in the summer turned upward. 
Rentals influenced by laws repealing former 
restrictions on rentals rose from 29 per cent 
of their pre-war cost im January to 74 per 
cent in November. 


United States 


In the United States, according to the 
Bureau of Labour Statistics, prices of farm 
products fell for the first half of the year and 
thereafter rose to their highest level reached 
since the end of 1920. In the case of the fuel 


and lighting, metals, and building materials 
groups, the price movement was almost with- 
out exception downward throughout the year 
with a slight upward turn at the close of 
the year. Other groups showed a less marked 
tendency to fall during the first half of the 
year and rise during the second. 

The cost of living index numbers of the 
Bureau of Labour Statistics and the National 
Industrial Conference Board showed that. retail 
food prices fell until May and rose in the 
autumn to the level of the beginning of the 
year. Rent was considerably higher in Octo- 
ber than at the beginning of. the year but 
slightly lower than in July and August. Cloth- 
ing prices reached a low level in July, but later 
rose rapidly. Fuel and light showed a general

Index Numbers of Wholesale Prices in 
Canada 


The index number published by the Depart- 
ment since 1910 has been reconstructed back 
to 1913, by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, 
the new index being weighted and based upoa 
the prices of 238 commodities in 1913. The 
new index number has three systems of 
grouping enabling analyses to be made from 
three different points of view. For the years 
prior to 1913 the new index number was con- 
structed from the prices published by the 
Department of Labour from 1890 to 1913, 


Material” have now been carried back by 
months to the year 1913 and the summary 
tables are given herewith. The figures for 
the other two groupings have been calculated 
by months from 1919 to date. Pending the 
publication of the new index number by 
months back to 1913 the Department has con- 
tinued the publication in the Lasour GAZETTE 
of its index number of 272 commodities. A 
summary table of this for the period 1890- 
1924 is included herewith. 
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A special index number of the wholesale 
prices of 50 commodities was constructed and 
published in 1921 to meet a demand for an 
index number showing the movement from 
month to month for some years prior to the 
war in order to make possible certain com- 
parisons with other barometers of trade and 
industry. As the index number of 272 com- 
modities, based on prices in 1890-1899 as 100, 
published by the Department since 1910, 
covering the movement by years back to 1890, 
contained a large number of commodities 
which reacted slowly to market conditions, 
the special index number was confined to 50 
of the most important and most representative 
commodities. For each article the index num- 
ber was calculated by rnionths from 1910 back 
to 1901, and the average for each month, 
1901 to date, was converted to the base of 
1913 as 100. The list of 50 commodities in- 
cluded 20 foods, 15 raw or semi-manufactured 
materials and 15 manufactured articles. The 
figures for the period 1910 to 1921 were given 
in the issue of the Lasour Gazerre for July,

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics Review 
of Wholesale Prices and Price Indexes 
in Canada in 1924 


Wholesale prices in Canada during 1924 
fluctuated between 50 and 60 per cent above 
the pre-war level. During the year they reg- 
istered the highest and lowest figures since 
1921. In May the official index number pub- 
lished by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
was 150.6, but in December jit was 160.9. 
Commencing the year at 156.9 there was a 
steady decline until May, then a rise unt 
August when the index was 156.8. In Sep- 
tember it fell again to 153.9, but from that 
month continued to rise through the re- 
mainder of the year.

commenced after May was due to the great 
increase in the prices of agricultural and 
vegetable products (chiefly grains and their 
products) and was achieved in spite of im- 
_portant declines in seven out of eight groups 
of commodities. In November and December 
the influence of higher prices for agricultural 
products combined with other influences such 
as the more stable political situation in Eng- 
land and the United States, increasing stabil- 
ization in European currencies, and the opti- 
mism created by the progress of the Dawes 
scheme caused prices in the iron and steel 
and the non-ferrous metals groups to turn 
upward. The textile index rose in Decem- 
ber due to the very strong position of wooi. 

That the rise in the level of prices was due 
in the main to increases In grain prices may 
be seen by reference to the index numbers for 
farm products. Total Canadian farm pro- 
ducts, including animal products, at whole- 
sale prices, rose from 128.2 in January to 
165.9 im December. The animal group in 
Canadian farm products rose from 1366 in 


January to 147.2 in December, while the veg- 
etable group (grains, fruits, etc.) rose from 
123.3 in January to 176.8 in December. 
These index numbers for farm products 
should be contrasted with those for fully or 
chiefly manufactured materials. For this 
group the index was 159.5 in January and 
160.1 in December. The level of this group 
would have been even lower in December had 
it not included flour and milled products 
which, following grain, rose considerably in 
price. By the end of the year therefore the 
disparity in prices as between farm products 
and manufactured goods, between what the 
farmer sells and what he buys, which had been 
to his disadvantage for many months, had 
disappeared and was tending to swing to his 
advantage. It is significant however that fully 
or chiefly manufactured goods were rising 
during the last six months of 1924. In May 
the index had gone as low as 152.7. The re- 
covering to 160.1 in December was partially 
due to the influence of higher grain prices and 
the increased purchasing power of the farmer.

The index number for vegetable products 
(grains, fruits, etc.) was 139.0 in April and 
175.0 im December. In 1923 the low point 
was 135.2 in December and the high 152.5 in 
May. It will be seen that the high level in 
1924 was more than 22 points above that of 
1923. 

The index numbers for animals and their 
products during 1924 followed the normal 
course due to seasonal influences, declining 
gradually from January to the middle of the 
year and then gradually rising again, but 
taking the year as a whole and comparing it 
with 1923, prices were on a lower level. In 
1924 the index number ranged from 117.3 in 
May to 139.8 in December, while in 1923 the 
range was from 126.1 to 141.6. 

Fibres, textiles and textile products fell 
throughout most of the year, the range of the 
index numbers being 217.0 in January and 
192.1 in September. In 1923 the index was 
189.0 in January and 207.1 in December. In

1923 therefore the range showed a rise of 
approximately 18 points while in 1924 it 
dropped 25 points. : 

Wood, wood products and paper ranged 
from 176.0 in January to 156.8 in December. 
In 1923 the corresponding figures were 173.5 
in April and 179.8 in June. In December, 
1923, the figure was 176.4. Since the end of 
1923 the price level for this group has fallen 
about 20 points. 

Iron and its products declined steadily 
from January to November. The index was 
168.5 in January and 154.8 in November. 
The range in 1923 was from 158.9 (January) 
to 174.4 (June). In December, 1923, it stood 
at 168.7. This group declined 14 points in 
1924. In December, 1924, there was a 
recovery of about 3 points. 

Non-ferrous metals and their products rose 
from 94.5 in January to 98.1 in March, fell 
to 93.1 by July and then rose to 101.5 by 
December. The range of 93.1 to 101.5 con-

VEGETABLE Propucts (grains, fruits, etc.) — 
The rise in grain prices was the most im- 
portant event in the prices field in 1924. 
Severe winter killing of grain in Europe 
followed by drought in the Mediterranean 
basin and in parts of Eastern Europe, com- 
bined with a short crop in Canada, were the 
chief causes which led to a decline of over 
400,000,000 bushels of .wheat and 173,000,000 
bushels of rye in the current crop as com-

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pared with that of a year ago. The average 
price of No. 1 Manitoba Northern cash 
wheat, Fort William and Port Arthur basis, 
was 963 cents per bushel in January and 
$1.723 in December. Oats No. 2 C.W. 
rose from 394 cents in January to 624 cents 
in December. ist patent flour per 2-985 jute 
bags was $6.20 in January and $9.50 in 
December. Rolled Oats were $2.90 per 99- 
pound sack in January and $4 in December. 

The largest cuban sugar crop in _ history 
combined with an increase in the European 
beet sugar crop of about 20 per cent brought 
sugar prices to lower levels in 1924. Raw 
sugar, 96° centrifugal was $7.13 per cwt., at 
Montreal in February and $4.70 in Decem- 
ber. Refined sugar was $9.88 per cwt. in 
February and $7.12 in December. 

Immediately after the further restriction in 
July, 1924, of crude rubber exports, under 
the Stevenson scheme, to 55 per cent of the 
standard production, prices of this commodity 
began to rise sharply. Ceylon, ribbed, smoked, 
sheets were 26 cents per pound in January, 
20 cents in June and 88 cents in December. 
Upriver fine para was 224 cents in January, 
19 cents in June and 36 cents in December. 

Increasing consumption and smaller produc- 
tion of tea caused a strong market to develop 
in 1924. Ceylon and Indian Pekoe tea was 
45 cents per pound in January and 53 cenis 
in December. 

A short current crop of coffee in Brazil, 
and a small carry-over from 1923 combined 
with increasing consumption raised  cofice 
prices in 1924. Green Santos Coffee at 
Toronto was 21 cents per pound in January 
and 334 cents in December. 

Japan, India, China and other important 
rice-growing countries produced short crops 
of rice in 1924 which in combination with 
the shortage of other foodstuffs caused a rise 
in price. Pakling rice, uncleaned, in British 
Columbia was $4.82 per cwt., in January and 
$5.40 in November. 


ANIMALS AND THEIR Propucts.—The greatly 
decreasd corn crop in the United States in- 
fluenced the trend of hog prices in Canada. 
Hogs, thick, smooth, W.0.C. at Toronto were 
$8.23 per cwt. in January and $10.12 in 
December. Smoked standard bacon light was 
22-25 cents per pound at Toronto in January 
and 25-27 cents in December. 

Several varieties of fish tended to scarcity 
during the year. Salted mackerel at Halifax 
were $7.75 in January, $8.50 in May and 
$12 in December. The lobster pack was over 
40,000 cases short of the 1923 production. If 
was the smallest pack save one (1918) on 
record. (Canned lobsters at CCanso were 40 
cents per pound in January and 75 cents in 
December. A larger pack of Sockeye Salmon 
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brought prices down from $4.05 per dozen 
1 pound tins in January to $3.65 in December. 
The Cohoe pack was smaller and prices rose 
from $2.25 to $2.45. 

A better demand for hides in the last half 
of the year brought an improvement in 
prices. Beef hides, city cured at Toronto 
were 95 cents to 10 cents in January and 13- 
134 cents in December. 

Butter prices because of a relatively quict 
market at the end of the year were consider- 
ably lower than at the beginning. Creamery 
finest at Montreal was 44 cents per pound in 
January and 37 cents in December. Creamery 
prints at Toronto were 48 cents in January 
and 41 cents in December. 


Fipres, TEXTILES AND TEXTILE PropucTs.— 
A much increased crop of American cotton 
(over 13,000,000 bales) brought about a fail 
in cotton prices. Raw cotton, upland midd- 
ling, at New York was 344+ cents per pound 
in January and 23? cents in December. Yarn 
and textiles moved in sympathy. 10s white 
single hosiery cops were 58 cents per pound 
in January and 44 cents in December. Blue 
denim 2 yards to the pound was 80 cents per 
pound in January and 63 cents in December. 
Saxony 4.15 yards to the pound was 953 
cents in January and 874 cents in December. 

A short crop of jute explains the rise in 
the price of this commodity. Raw Jute Ist 
marks at Montreal was $8.01 per cwt. in 
January and $11.61 in November. Hessians 
104 ounces 40 inches wide at Montreal follow- 
ing jute prices were $10 per cwt. in January 
and $13.124 in December. 


Slackness in demand for silks and relatively 
large stocks at New York and Yokohama 
depressed silk prices. Raw Silk, Japanese 
filature, Kansai No. 1 was $8 per pound in 
January and $6.10 in December. In June it 
had fallen to $5 but recovered to some extent. 
Manufactured silk reflected the condition of 
the raw material. Machine twist silk was 
$18.65 per pound in January and $15.50 in 
December. 

The disappearance of war stocks of wool, 
a consumption demand actually greater than 
current production and a recent considerably 
augmented demand from Germany, France 
and Japan sent wool prices to much higher 
levels. Eastern wool, domestic, bright 4 
blood was 33 cents per pound at Toronto in 
January and 44-46 cents in December. 
Western range wool, semi-bright, 4 blood was 
37 cents in January and 46 cents in Decem- 
ber. Serge cloth 16 ounces 64s quality was 
$2.90 per yard in January at Toronto and 
$3.35 in December. 14 ounces 46s cloth at 
mill was $1.474 in January and $1.65 im 
December.

Woop, Woop Propucts AND Paper.—Lack of 
export demand because of adverse exchange 
conditions and quietness in the building in- 
dustry in Canada caused lumber prices to 
find lower levels in 1924. Pine, good sidings, 
at Toronto fell from $150 per M. board feet 
in January to $140 in December. Box boards 
fell from $35 to $34. B.C. fir 2 x 4 and up 
6-16 feet at Toronto was $55 per M. board 
feet in January and $46 in December. Birch 
C. & B. fell from $70 to $60 and Oak from 
$140 to $110. Spruce siding at St. John feil 
from $26 to $18. Cedar flooring at Victoria 
was $47.50 per M. board feet in January and 
$40 in December.

iron and steel prices. No. 1 Foundry pig- 
iron at Montreal was $30.95 per ton in 
January and $27.70 in November.

Basie 
pig at mill was $26 in January, $21 in 
November and $23 in December. Steel billets 
at Montreal were $41.50-$52 per ton in Jan- 
uary, $34-$48 in November and $39-$48 in 
December. 


Non-Ferrrous M&rats AND THEIR PRoDUCTS.— 
The non-ferrous metal group commenced the 
year with a rising market. Demand was fairly 


active and as stocks were not excessive prices 
quickly responded and rose until March. 
There followed a period of declining prices 
which lasted until July. The decline seems 
to have been brought about by the recovery 
of the French franc. German speculators in 
non-ferrous metals were surprised by the 
recovery and were forced to throw large 
quantities of copper, tin, lead and _ spelter 
on the market with the result that prices 
were considerably depressed. The depression 
could not last long because of the strong 
statistical position of lead and tin the demand 
for which has been tending to outstrip supply. 
Lead and spelter turned upward in August

cents per gallon in January, 273 cents in 
February and 204 cents in December. 

The quietness in the building industry was 
reflected in the prices of important building 
materials. Lime, high calcite, declined froin 
$9 per ton in January to $8 in December and 
Portland cement from $2:32 per barrel in 
January to $1.97 in December. 

CHEMICALS AND ALLIED Propucts.—Coal tar 
also affected by the condition of the building 
industry was $9.60 per barrel in January and 
$8.50 in December. Pure white lead, ground 
in oil, like lead prices rose at the beginning 
of the year and fell until July. Unlike lead 
it did not recover but remained stationary 
for the remainder of the’year. It was $14.95 
per cwt., in January, $17.20 in March and 
$13.45 from August to December. 


Retail Prices and Cost of Living in Canada 


As stated in the first report on prices issued 
by the Department, “Wholesale Prices in 
Canada, 1890-1909,” it was intended to con- 


struct a retail prices index number in order 
to indicate more accurately from month to 
month the changes in the cost of living. In 
the meantime, the Department began the 
publication in the February, 1910, issue of 
the Lasour GazxTtr, of the retail prices of 
staple foods, coal, wood, coal oil, and rent 
in nearly sixty cities. These figures were 
averaged for each year and published in 
appendices to the Department’s annual reviews 
of Wholesale Prices in Canada from 1911 to 
1917. 

During the investigation into the Cost of 
Living in Canada by the Board of Inquiry, 
appointed in December, 1913, statistics for 
this list of goods were obtained for Decem- 
ber, 1900, and December, 1905. From these 
figures and from those published in the 
Lasour Gazerre for December, 1910, 1911, 
1912, and 1913, respectively, series of index 
numbers of food, and of fuel, light, and rent 
were calculated, the results being published 
in the report of the Board. Calculations wer?

also made of the cost of a family budget of 
these commodities in terms of these prices, 
and this calculation has been kept up to date 
month by month and published in the Lazour 
GAZETTE each month since August, 1915. 

In addition to the statistics as to retail 
prices of food and fuel, and as to rates for 
rent, the Department, since 1919, secured 
figures as to retail prices of staple lines of 
clothing, including footwear, from retail dealers 
throughout Canada, for the years 1913-1920. 
The figures relate to prices prevailing at the 
end of the year in each case, but since 1920 
prices during the spring have been secured. 
From these quotations the percentages of 
changes in the cost of clothing have been 
calculated. Information was also secured as 
to the prices of household supplies, furniture, 
furnishings, etc. and an estimate has been 
made as to the percentage changes in the 
cost of miscellaneous items, the effect of the 
information gathered showing that such 


changes are approximately equal to the aver- 
age changes in other items. The percentage 
changes in food, fuel and rent have been 
calculated from the weekly budget published 
in the Lasour GAzeTTe from month to month, 
and the accompanying table summarizes the 
changes from year to year by groups, the 
figures for each group and for all items 
weighted according to the family budget 
method. This table therefore contains a 
tentative cost of living index number, based 
on prices in 1913, pending the calculation of 
a more complete index number in process of 
construction. The figures in clothing and 
sundries are to be regarded as merely approxi- 
mate owing to difficulties in dealing wita 
apparent changes in the grades of the items 
for which quotations are obtained. 

The accompanying tables show the move- 
ment by commodities in terms of average 
prices for the Dominion and by groups for 
each province.
